WHILE ON ROUTINE PATROL OF THE PARKING LOT OF 1810 CAHUENGA BLVD

SHORT FEMALE HISPANIC (LATER ID AS DEFT LOPEZ) WEARING A PINK

HER SLEEVES AND SHE COMPLIED. ALL THE ITEMS REMOVED FROM UNDER THE 
FEMALES JACKET, WERE PLACED ON THE HOOD OF MY PATROL VEHICLE. 
OFFICER PATTON AND SGT. McCALL TRANSPORTED THE WIT (WILLIAMS/STORE 
MANAGER) TO OUR LOCATION FOR ID. THE WIT POSITIVELY IDENTIFIED THE
